Wednesday. W. O. Hillary, of 122 Mom I 
Street, died on Saturday night at a 
quarter to ten. The victim of the accl- 1 
dent had been a patient at the St. 
Joseph's Hospital since the time when 
his bicycle crashed liifb an automo¬ 
bile. and little hop* for his reoovery 
had been entertained. Suffering with 
severe concussion, he rarely recovered 
f ^nTi nmiirit anil often he was de¬ 
lirious. 

An Inquest will be held to examine 
into the accident at a quarter past four 
this afternoon at the Bands Funeral 
Chapel where the remains are now re- 
poetng. 

From the narrative of a passer-by It 
appears that Hillary waa riding a bi¬ 
cycle south along Linden Avenue and 
taking Richardson Street corner with 
fairly wide sweep collided with an 
automobile delivery wagon driven by 
Frank Richmond, of the Reliable Mes¬ 
senger Service. 

Driver's Story. 

The driver of the motor car etateo 
that he was driving his car westwards 
along Richardson Strset. and. as he ap¬ 
proached the corner, a huge bull-dog 
made for his vehicle. While dodging 
the animal, he attempted to make the 
turn, and the approaching cyclist pro¬ 
bably confused by the swerving of the 
car and the barking of the dog seemed 
unable to steer clear of the oncoming 
motor. The inevitable crash followed. 
Hillary was hurled against the wind¬ 
shield. the glass causing serious wounds 
to his face and head, and the shock re¬ 
sulting In fatal, concussion. 

The unfortunate man was taken to 
the St. Joseph's Hospital, where he 
was attended by Dr. Barrett Several 
stitches in the scalps war* found neces¬ 
sary. but from ths first It was seen 
that the patient's chance of life was 
very small.
